Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month.

October 19 and November 9. The board also signed and 
approved a purchase-and-sales agreement for the addi- 
tional 1.3-acre parcel adjacent to Littleneck Village. 

"After discussions with Town Counsel, he's ad- 
vised me to let the board know there are restrictions in the 
purchase-and-sale agreement ... that the property be used 
for housing for seniors aged 62 and over/' Mr. Dawson 
said. "So there is an age restriction attached on that 1.3- 
acre parcel of land." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson first provided an update on the ambulance bill- 
ing program. "We have begun the process of opening and 
establishing accounts with Medicaid and other insurance 
agencies throughout the state," he said. "Medicare con- 
tinues to be a problem, but we anticipate it will be opened 
within the next couple of months. It won't be a problem, 
because once the account is opened, we can make collec- 
tions for prior (ambulance runs). Things are progressing 
nicely and we've had great cooperation with Coastal 
Medical Billing." 

Mr. Dawson next noted receipt of a letter from 
resident Elizabeth Dunn regarding a large Swamp Maple 
near her house at 54 Main Street. "It's been creating 
problems with sewer pipes ... and Ms. Dunn's roof and 
gutters," he said. "I went down to look at it with Tree 
Warden Tim Crowley and after inspecting it, we cannot 
recommend that the tree be taken down — it's a perfectly 
healthy tree. It's not diseased and, under state law, it's not

within our purview to take it down/' 

"I think a public hearing is the way to go/' Select- 
man Blanchette said. "I don't want to sit here in judgment 
of a tree. It may be one of those things that need to be 
addressed." 

"Fd rather not do a public hearing/' Ms. Dunn 
said. "Seems like much ado about nothing, like the Board 
of Health thing was. I'd rather they just cut back the 
branches a bit so it doesn't overhang my house. I also lost 
a ten-year-old weeping willow tree. The roots from that 
tree are very invasive." 

"If there's going to be a public hearing, it would 
have to be held by the Tree Warden and if there were any 
objections to cutting down the tree, then it would come 
back to the Board of Selectmen," Mr. Dawson said. "If 
there were a duly advertised public hearing an no one 
objected to taking it down, the Tree Warden could cut it 
down. Without a public hearing, the tree would have to 
stay." 

Mr. Dawson also said the Village Loop project 
is proceeding and they hope to finish off work on Front

Street and will return to Main Street shortly. Also, the 
company is going to be requesting additional time to 
finish the job, which was scheduled to be completed by 
November 17, 2008. "That's not going to happen because 
they've hit a lot of rock and debris, they Ve been chas- 
ing chlorination problems ... so this request is not at all 
unforeseen or unexpected,'' he said. "But they are looking 
to finish the job by December 19." 

"I don't see it as a problem at all," Selectman 
Blanchette said. "They're doing their job and they're do- 
ing the best they can." 

Mr. Dawson next noted there was a significant 
sewer backup along Arrowhead Lane that was deter- 
mined to have been caused by improper installation of a 
sewer connection back in January. Since then, the town 
has been pursuing damages from D.W. White, the com- 
pany responsible for the faulty installation. "We've had 
no official response to our request for reimbursement,"

"This basically brings our (dog licensing) practice 
in conformity with our neighboring towns,'' Selectman 
McGaffey noted.

"Whether or not the town approves a school proj- 
ect, the state will still reimburse these funds/' said Roch- 
ester School Building Chairman Arnold Johnson. "The 
last feasibility study done used 1999 data and they won't 
accept it." 

"We have over 600 students at the school this year 
and we're in overcrowded conditions," added Roches- 
ter School Committee Chairman Sharon Hartley. "We 
have three second grade classrooms in the space of two 
classrooms. The band is so big it doesn't fit on the stage 
anymore. The school was designed for about 450. Another 
piece that needs attention is the drop-off and pick-up 
areas, along with parking. We're hoping we can move 
ahead and solve our serious space problems." 

Mr. Johnson said they hope to address serious 
issues such as the HVAC system, the fire suppression 
system, the source water well, and the number of bath- 
rooms. "Some of these things we're in violation of, but 
while a project is in the works, no action will be taken," 
Mr. Johnson said. "We've passed the time where we can 
say, maybe we can slide by a few more years." 

Mr. Johnson also noted the heating system boil- 
ers, which are old and inefficient, will have to be upgrad- 
ed at some point as well. 

Ms. Hartley noted they hope to have a Power- 
Point presentation ready for Town Meeting to better 
explain the project.

Blindness, Starring Julianne Moore and Mark Ruffalo. Di- 
rected by Fernando Meirelles. Running time: 121 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

In Jose Saramago's 1995 novel Blindness, a woman who 
is being raped turns her head and vomits, and nobody else 
in the crowded room — seven other women are being raped, 
too — notices, because the room already stinks worse than 
the vomit. This is one of the more savage sequences in the 
middle of the book, an allegory about citizens suddenly, mys- 
teriously struck blind; they are quarantined in an abandoned 
hospital, and many of them rapidly slide into inhumanity 
ana foulness, while a scattered few struggle to uphold some 
measure of compassion and dignity. Saramago's lengthy 
sentences roll out on endless train-tracks of commas, giv- 
ing the story a godlike matter-of-factness: whether ugly or 
otherwise, events cannot be stopped. 

The much-maligned film version, whose script (by Don 
McKellar, who also plays a car thief) sticks very close to 
the novel, is a grim though not unbearably explicit piece 
of work. Of the rapes, for instance, we see blessedly little, 
though we hear the helpless cries and bestial grunts. Direc- 
tor Fernando Meirelles {City of God, The Constant Gardener) 
cloaks things in darkness or washes out the frame to reflect 
the nature of the "white sickness'' — the characters' vision 
doesn't go black, it goes milky white. Only one person, the 
wife (Julianne Moore) of an opthalmologist (Mark Ruffalo), 
has retained her sight; she accompanies him to quarantine, 
claiming she, too, has gone blind. 

In one ward of the hospital is this ordinary woman, 
forced by circumstance to use her sighted advantage for 
good; in another ward, lorded over by Gael Garcia Bernal as 
an amoral thug, is a man blind from birth (Maury Chaykin) 




who uses his advantage — among the newly blind, he at least 
knows how to negotiate lack of sight — for evil. It's Mother 
Abagail and Randall Flagg all over again, and those allergic 
to allegory should probably steer clear of Blindness. We're 
not meant to probe the plot literally, or to be discomfited that 
the heroine is a rich white woman and the chief villain is a 
scummy little Hispanic bartender (an eventuality of Holly- 
wood casting, ana it enables a richly depraved performance 
from Garcia Bernal). 

Blindness isn't the pointless wallow its detractors would 
have you believe. It has a stark beauty, even when focusing 
on hallways festooned with human waste. That a film this 
disquieting and uncompromisingly depressive somehow 
got a 1,600-screen release in America is a little astounding. 
Meirelles and McKellar, loyal caretakers of Saramago's 
vision, have delivered it with integrity and even a certain 
grace, and the cast (including Alice Braga as a prostitute 
and Danny Glover as the archetypical Wise Old Man) give 
it their all. The adventurous should give the movie — and 
absolutely the book — a shot; both are art disguised as hor- 
ror, or perhaps vice versa. But if it's not your thing, I'm not 
about to tell you it should be.
